Since the time 
of his attack Mrs. Heeter, a high- 
ly nervous woman, has been in a 
serious condition from a nervous 
breakdown. Early this week she 
walked up and down the stair- 
steps for the first time. 


Tuesday morning when Mrs. 


Heeter arose from bed she ob- 
served the door entering the sit- 
ting room of the house ajar. Her 
son, Jack, had been the last per- 
son to enter the house that night 
and was centain he locked the door 
before retiring.

locked, nothing more was thought 
of the* occurrance.

Heeter family never uses was 
found unlocked and it is thought 
the person who set fire to the 
piano was the same who had en- 
tered the house earlier in the week.

burned newspaper was found in 
the piano. A $1 bill in a violin 
case lying on the floor was re- 
ported gone by Mr. Heeter. 


Whatever the person's motive 


can be in menacing the Heeter 
family is not known. Neither Mr. 
nor Mrs. Heeter can understand 
•why they are being made victims 
of such a person.

the month when many of them are 
cheapest, the bureau points out. 
Instead of preparing vegetables in 
the routine fashion the bureau sug- 
gests some new combination dishes 
that will add zest to flagging ap- , 
petites. 


More than 30 different ways of 


serving inexpensive vegetables are 
listed in the bureau's new publica- 
tion. "Aunt Sammy's Radio Rec- 
ipes Revised," which may be had 
free on request to the bureau. This 
is not intended to be a complete 
cookbook, but it contains 400 reci- 
pes which, if not all in the low cost 
group, are concerned mostly with 
moderate rather than with 
high 


priced foods. 


Carrots, for instance, are one of 


the foods which nutritionists rec- 
ommend for children. But many 
mothers find that their offspring 
do not share the same enthusiasm 
for this attractive looking "vegeta- 
ble. The bureau suggests serving 
them fried with apples—a way in 
which all members of the family 
are sure to enjoy them. If proper- 
ly cooked, all but very-young chil- 
dren may enjoy this dish. Then 
there are mashed carrots, in which 
evaporated milk may be used if 
rich fresh milk is not available. 


Cucumbers are inexpensive and 


plentiful right now. Most persons 
serve this succulent vegetable only 
as a salad but it is delicious when 
baked ar fried. Egg: plant is an- 
other vegetable that usually 
ap- 


pears in only 
one 
form—fried. 


Stuff it some tune, and serve it as 
the main dish of the meal, or scal- 
lop it with tomatoes and green 
pepper, the bureau suggests. 


Potatoes, which are cheap this 


year, needn't 
always 
be friend, 


baked, or boiled. In tomato sauce 
they take on quite a new air and 
the combination is 
particularly 


good from a nutrition standpoint. 
Raw potatoes may be scalloped 
with cheese, arid left over cooked 
ones may be utilized in an au gra- 
tin dish.

potato'puff is new and not at all 
difficult to make.
